District Negro ftnffiroge Bill.
The bill which passed the House of Representativesthe other day, without qualification,

granting the right of suffrage to the blacks of
the District of Columbia, although oarried by
a two-thirds majority, was nevertheless passed
aguinst a clear majority of the House opposed
to the measure. Let us turn to the record.
The bill being before tho House, the motion

of Mr. Hale, of New York (republican), come

up, viz:.To amend the motion to recommit,
with instructions to the committee to extend
the suffrage in tho District, irrespective of
color, to all persons conrng within either of
the following classes:.First, those who can
read tho constitution of the United States.
Second, those who are assessed for and pay
taxes on real or personal property within the
District; those who have served In and been
honorably discharged from the military or
naval service of the United States: and to re-

strict such right of suffrage to the classes
named, and to include proper provisions excludingfrom the right of suffrage those who
have borne arms against the United States duringthe late rebellion, or given aid and comfort
to said rebellion.
A bill so framed would have been perfectly

consistent with the well known views of PresidentJohnson on this question of negro suffrage.
There was a majority in the House in favor of
such a bill; but it will now be seen how it was
frittered away:.

"Those who arc assessed for Md pay taxes oa real or
personal property witbn this District."

The Partfle Railroad.
The act of Congress passed to aid the great

enterprise of connecting the Atlantic and Pacificoceans by a continuous lino of communicationby railroad requires one line to be constructedfrom Omaha, on the Missouri river,
opposite Council Dluffs, to San Francisoo. This
main line was, by the act, to be constructed by
two companies, vis.:.
First.The Union Pacific Railroad Company,

which is to construct the line from Omaha to
the eastern boundary of the State of California.General John A. Dix is Prosident, and
John J. Cisco Treasurer of this company.
Second.The Central Pacific Railroad of Cali-

form* wu, by the act of Congress, to oonstruotthe whole line from the eastern boundaryof California to San Franoisoo. But It
has assigned so much of the line as lies betweenSacramento and San Jose (one hundred
and twenty miles) to the Western Pacific Railroadof California. The road from San Jose
te-fdon-Franelsoo has already been eenipleted
(forty-nine miles) by a local oompauy.
The Union Pacific Railroad has fifty miles of

road completed from Omaha westward. The
Central California is at work from Sacramento
eastward, and the Western California from San
Jose to' Saoramsnto. Both are making good
progress.

There is also the Union Pacific Railway Company,Eastern Division. (Its charter says rail-
wny, not railroad.) Thle oompaay bad at one
time General Fremont for its President, and
Samuel Hallot< for its tloaneial manager. John
D. Perry is now President and Win. J. Palmer
Treasurer and Secretary. It is sometimes
called the Kansas branch and was formerly
known as the Learenworth, Pawnee and WesternRailroad Company of Kansas. This companyIs authorised to construct a road froin die
month of the Kansas, westward, to oonnect
with the main line at the one-hundredth meridianof longitude west of Greenwich. It has
finished sixty miles of road to Topeka, which
Is a little east of the meridian of Omaha.
Omaha is on (he ninety-sixth meridian and
Topeka ninety-Ave degrees forty-Are minutes.
The main line is, therefore, about sixty miles
in adranoe. But as the line from Topeka to
the one-hundredth meridian in longer than the
line iVotn Omaha to that meridian at the point
of junction, the main line from Omaha is, in
fact, some eighty mile* in advance.
The one-hundredth meridian is two hundred

and forty-six miles west of Omaha, and it is
expected that the main line will reach that
point by t^e 1st of July, 1067, Thence to Laporteon the eastern slope of the Rocky Mountain*if three hundred and fire miles. The

The permanent location of the main line has

been made for the Brat two hundred miles west
from Omaha; and the route to Salt Lake, ineludingthe passes through the mountains, has
been carefully surveyed and mapped, though
surreys are still going on with a view to ascertainwhether better grades oan be found. All
the results obtained are exceedingly favorable
and show no difficulties which may not be
easily overcome.
